Tindall said he had changed his 
mind about remaining temporarily 
in advisory capacity and would 
“leave entirely.” 7 
Tindall, who previously had 
charged the Governor, used “Hitler 
tactics” in seizing the school, em- 
phasized that he was not resigning 
but had been discharged. 
Waggoner arrived at the school 


shortly before 2 p.m. today and 
conferred with Tindall in the su- 
perintendent’s office for 10 min- 
utes, They then summoned report- 
ers and Waggoner announced: 
“Mr. Tindall has turned the insti- 
tution over to us. He has accepted 
the Governor's official notification 
of his removal.” 

Tindall said he and his 
son and daughter would leave 
Tuesday for Springfield, Mo., 
where he was an advisory super- 
visor at the United States Medical 
Center before taking the Boonville 
job last October. 

“I have been notified that I can 
return to government service,” he 
asserted. “We have no place to 
stay in Springfield and probably 
will stop at a hotel for the time 
being.” He said his old job had 
been filled, but that he expected

With that cry was started one of 
the U.N,’s most ambitious efforts 
to build the peace. It was the first 
global campaign in history, urging 
people everywhere to “give one 
day” in pay, work or income, to 
feed as many of the world’s 400,- 
000,000 undernourished children as 
can be reached, 

National committees in the 
United States and Finland start 


their campaigns tomorrow for the 
U.N, appeal for children. Canada’s 
campaign starts Feb. 9, Czecho- 
slovakia’s about Feb, 15, and 
plans for campaigns stretching 
through the end of May are under 
way in 45 countries.

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 31 (AP)— 
Superior Court Judge Bond Al- 
mand refused today to dissolve a 


court order permitting a $4,000,000 
telephone rate increase in Geor- 


gia. He modified his order. how- 


ever, to prevent an immediate rise 
in long distance tolls. 


Judge Almand set Monday for 
hearing a State Public Service 
Commission motion to dissolve his 


decision of yesterday to permit 
telephone rate increases beyond 
those approved by the commission. 

The judge said he could not va- 
cate his original temporary re- 
straining order now, because he 
must give the company a hearing. 

The motion for dissolution of 
the original order contended that 
state statutes contemplate notice 
to parties involved before an in- 
junction of such paramount pub- 
lic importance is granted, 

‘In his decision yesterday, Judge 
Almand permitted the Southerf 
Bell Telephone Co. to put into ef- 
fect tomorrow (Sunday) a new 
schedule of rates boosting revenue 
by $4,000,000 annually. The com- 
mission, after 15 months’ investi- 
gation, had granted the company 
only $1,412,423. 

Commission counsel contended 
to Judge Almand today that if 
long distance toll rates requested 
by the company are permitted, 
effective tomorrow, the public 
would have no means of obtaining 
refunds if rates subsequently are 
lowered, 

New subscriber rates permitted 
under Almand’s order will in- 
crease residential telephone bills 
50 cents monthly in all Georgia 
cities served by Southern Bell, 
and 65 cents in Atlanta. Last Sat- 
urday’s commission order allowed 
the increase only in Atlanta, where 
the rise would have been 25 cents 
monthly. New business telephone 
increases range from $2.75 in the 
largest cities to $1 in the smallest 
exchanges. 

The court ordér set a bond of 
$1,000,000 for refunds by Southern 
Bell to ita subscribers should the 
temporarily increased rates not be 
upheld, The bond was posted with 
aschal. 

McDonald termed the bond “in- 
adequate.”

000 collections by the company,

UNDER TINDALL 


Most of Youths Grasped 
, His Hand as He Went 
Through Training 
School — Looked on 


Him as a Friend.

BOONVILLE, Mo., Jan. 31 — 
Boys selected at random at the 


Missouri Training School for Boys 


here were almost unanimous in 


paying to the Post-Dispatch that 
conditions at the school had im- 
proved greatly under the 
tion of John C. Tindall, who was 
fired as superintendent of the 
achool yesterday. 

A few disagreed, insisting that 
food was worse and beatings still 
frequent. From the manner in 
which many of the boys yoluntar- 
fly gasped the hand of the for- 
mer superintendent as they passed 
him in the_buildings it appeared 
the majority look upon him as a 
friend. 

One of the boys interviewed, a 
16-year-old lad from St. Louis, had 
stolen eight automobiles and is 
now serving a two-year term here. 
Conditions at the school are im- 
proving all the time he said, but 
he. would rather be almost any 
place else. 
confined. 


He is the schoo! librarian and | 


was a student ‘n the ninth grade 
here until ‘the teacher decided his 
attitude was “no good.” 

“There are still some beatings 
but Col. Tindall doesn’t always 
hear about them,” he said. “Most 
- ef the officers now are okay.” 

“We had some trouble with one 
of our majors. about two weeks 
ago. Each company got a dog 
ss a gift. We found one in our 
cottage, and there was a note on 
its collar that said it was for us. 
I think Col. Tindall must have 
given it to us. 

Stops Food for Dog. 

“Anyway, | was carrying scraps 
with two other fellows from the 
beanery (dining hall) to our. dog 
one night when this major stopped 
us. He asked us what we were 
doing and when we told him, he 
said he weuldn’t Iet us do it. For 
m week that dog didn’t.have any 
milk or anything. One day I 
picked him up and I could feel 
all his ribs. He was starving. So 
we began taking scraps out of the 
beanery again, and the major 
_ hasn't seen us or stopped us.” 

The boy, who hadn't shaved 
three days, said that if his office 
had noticed his face, he would 
have ordered him to take a 
shave. 

As for his own company, 
anid: “They took all the agitators 
aut of oup cottage and put them 
in the e (a large room in the 
basement of the administration 
building, where 28 boys are con- 
fined under the eye of a guard 
ali the time). 

“Since then, we've had no trou- 
bie. Our company was the worst 
on the hill. We had the most run- 
aways. It used to be that the 
troublemakers would beat other 
boys, and they’d run away to get 
away from the beatings. That's 
stopped now. Anyone with a black 
eye or a bruise goes to the hole. 
Bo does the boy who did it. 

for Food, 

“Conditions have improved a lot. 
A guy who left yesterday said the 
food was the best here in any 
place he had been. He had been 
in seven institutions, federal and 
state.” 

He was critical of the training 
achool doctor, saying that he pre- 
acribed too many pills. Another 
boy, listening to the conversation, 
complained that the doctor had 
failed to heal his arm, He had ac- 
cidentally cut several nerves and 
blood vessels on a piece of glass. 

“I don’t mind it so much here,” 
the St. Louis boy gaid. “It’s just 
being confined that's bad. No, I 
mever ran agay. I’m eligible for 
parole in July or August. When 
1 get out, I'd like to go to high 


school.”

Paul is 13, a boy with an open 
face, fair complexion and innocent 
blue eyes. He received a two-year 
jwentence for breaking into a house 
and stealing $12 and breaking into 
@ pool hall and taking $10. 

Paul was brought to the train- 
fing school two months ago, and 
doesn’t like the place because he 
is homesick. Hie wants to be back 
with his mother. His father, he 
said, drinks excessively and has 
been in jail “two or three times.”

“We don't get enough food, and 
what we do get is no count... Of- 
ficers beat us for talking in line, 
They stomp and kick us or they 
make us grab our ankles and give 
us licks with a belt. | 

“One night our whole company 
had to stand on a line for about 
five hours, holding our ankles, 
We rested every half hour. The 
only ones who didn’t have to do 
it were the lleutenahts—the. boys 
picked out as the cleanest and 
best behaved. 

“When you go to the hole, you 
get your head shaved. You can't 
leave day or night and you don’t 
get any boxes from home. The 
food comes in slop“jars. Boys go 
over ‘the hill because they think 
they might be sent to the hole 
for fighting. 

“I think things are better than 
before.

Senator Says It Now Will 
Be Difficult to Get Ca- 


pable Men to Serve on 


Board. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo. Jan. 
(AP)—Discharge of members of 
the State Board of Training 
Schoola by Gov. Donnelly is “al- 
most a body blow” to plana for 
rehabilitation of the Training 
School for Boys at Boonville, Sen- 
ator Jasper Smith, Republican 
floor leader, said here today, 

He said the General Assembly 
is expected to act quickly on leg- 
islation deemed essential for prop- 
er commitment and handling of 
juvenile offenders—the same bill, 
with technical changes, which the 
Governor vetoed last year, Sen- 
ator Smith predicted Senate pas- 
sage by unanimous vote Monday, 
if the 23 members required for 
emergency adoption are present, 
and he believed that House action 
will be similarly swift. 

But, he added, “it will be almost 
impossible to get high-minded, 
conscientious citizens to accept ap- 
pointment to the board, And how 
can we go, now, to the biggest 
trained reserve in. existence (the 
Federal Bureau of Prisons) to 
draw qualified men for the per- 
sonnel of the Boonville institu- 
tion? 

“We'll get the bill through, all 
right, and there will be some sort 
of an appropriation for Boonville, 
But where is the confidence that 
one must have in the organisation 
that’s running it? The Legislature 
last year did everything experts 
said was necessary to start the re- 
habilitation program, and to com- 
plete the job. It was stopped— 
after we left. We started again 
this year, revamping the program 
t. fit the Governor’s ideas even if 
we didn’t agree with them—and 
now he takes out the board, creat- 
ing a situation in which it will be 
difficult if not impossible to get 
capedis people. It is discourag- 
ng.” 


Senator Smith said he antici- 
pated a move by the Governor to 
return the Rev. Leroy Munyon, 
his personal friend and fellow- 
townsman from Lebanon, to the 
superintendency of the Boonville 
institution, 

“I believe that the Legislature 
will quit cold,” he: said, “and will 
do nothing for Boonville if and 
for as long as Mr. Munyon is con- 
nected with it. The mass of evi- 
dence as to his complete lack of 
qualifications for the position 
wow discourage any attempt at 
major rehabilitation under his di- 
rection.”

RURAL SCHOOLS RECLASSIFIED, 
NEW TEACHER REQUIREMENTS 


A new program of classification 
of rural schools and new reégula- 
tions concerning teacher qualifica- 
tions were announced yesterday 
by Hubert Wheeler, State Com- 
missioner of Education. 

Requirements for Class A 
schools will be similar to present 
standards for first-class rural 
schools, Class B requirements sim- 
ilar to second-class standards and 
those now unclassified that can 
meet certain minimum standards 
will be put in Class C. Other 
schoolg will be lMsted as unclassi- 
fied and work done in them will 
not be accepted in classified 
schools unless the student can 
pass an examination in subjects 
and years covered. 

Minimum requirement o% college 
credit for any teacher in approved 
rural schoolg in the 1948-49 school 
year will be eight semester hours: 
the following year the require- 
ment will be 16 hours. In addi- 
tion, the 1949-50 school_year. any 
teacher having less-than 60 se- 
mester hours total] Will be required 
to have earned at least eight se- 
mester hours since Jan. 1, 1948.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP)— 
The Army is going to keep a lot 
of ammunition it*had planned to 
let go as surplus, 

John R. Steelman, assistant to 
President Truman, said today the 
Army's estimate of steel and iron 
scrap it could provide industry 
through demilitarizing surplus am- 
munition has been cut in half. 

Steelman said this resulted from 
a resurvey of Army stockpile 
meeds. He said that whatever is 
“reclassified as non-surplus will

be maintained as a national asset|a total for a year of 2,194,000 


in the ammunition stockpile.” 

The Army estimated last Sep- 
tember that 600,000 tons of out- 
of-date and surplus ammunition 
could be turned over for scrap 
the first ‘half of 1948. Now it sees 
only 200,000 tons for that period, 
and another 100,000 tons for. the 
last half of the year. The 200,000 
tons will furnish about 60,000 tons 
of scrap. 

Steelman reported the Army 
still hopes to provide 300,000 tons 
of actual scrap the first six 
months of this year. This may 
be done by scrapping out-of-date 
tanks, tank tracks and parts, eee 
amphibious combat vehicles, 
addition to some ammunition. 


Steelman reported also the War 
Assets Administration , considers 
as. “gross exaggerations” reports 


of scrap in WAA warehouses, 
He said the Government’s drive 
to furnish 850,000 tons of scrap 
to industry in the last four months 
of 1947 had been exceeded, with 


934,000 tons provided. This made

9 Killed in Fortress Which 
Fell After Sighting 
Missing Transport in 


French Alps, 


DIGNE, France, Jan, 31 (AP)— 
The only survivor among 22 Amer- 
icans in two United States plane 


crashes in the Alps today credited 
a German prisoner of war with 
saving his life. 

Sgt. Angelo LaSalle, Des Moines, 
Iowa, was thrown clear when his 
plane, a B-17 Fiying Fortress, 
burned, He Was found by Horst 
Kupski, former German air force 
pilot, working for a French farmer 
on the mountain. The German re- 
moved his own shoes, coat and 
hat, put them on ,the American, 
and then carried him down the 
mountain. 

The fortress crashed yesterday 
just after its crew sighted the 
wreckage of an Air Force C-47 
transport which went down Tues- 
day. Twelve Americans, including 
three women and five children, 
died aboard the transport; 

At the hospital where he was 
taken LaSalle said: 

“We were circling the wreck. I 
told the pilot not to go too low. 
But just then our left wing tip 
scraped the mountain. I don’t 
know what happened exactly. I 
was flung around, somehow I was 
thrown out.” 

Doctors described LaSalle’s con- 
dition as fair. 

There were 10 crewmen aboard 
the Fortress which crashed near

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__MEN OF SCIENCE IN ST. LOUIS — 


Dr. Leo Loeb, the *“‘Grand Old Man”’ 
Of Research in Field of Medicine, 
Is Distinguished for Cancer Work 


As Pathology Professor at 


Washington University He 
“Life 


‘Became Convinced 
Could Be Unlimited.” 


This is the first of a series of dbiograph- 
foal sketches of St. Louis scientists, each 
ef whom is recognized as a world leader 
in his field. These scientists are repre- 


sentative examples of the many persons 

who have helped make St. Louis a major 

center of scientific research. Their work 

Giustrates the scope of investigations be- 

ing conducted here. .

bé T is impossible,” said the late Dr. 
| Walter B. Cannon, great Harvard 
physiologist, “‘to view cancer research 
from any angle whatsoever without finding 
that it has been enriched by Leo Loeb.” 

This same Dr. Loeb, 78-year-old emeritus 
‘professor of pathology at Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School, is the grand old man 
ef St. Louis scientists. He is a small, gentle 
man who was moulded in the German uni- 
versi in which he received his early train- 
ing and out of place away from them. 
He is not a man who would stand out in a 
ecrowd. 


Some scientists in the relatively small’ 


group who are familiar with Dr, Loeb’s in- 
vestigations think any of several of his ac- 
complishments should have won a Nobel 
prize for him long ago. One reason why 
the prize committee consistently has over- 
‘Jooked him may be that almost nobody 
knows of all of his contributions to medical 
knowledge. Few people obtaide of St. Louls 
even know his name. 

In 53 years of research, he has delved 
fnto an enormous number of subjects, some 
directly concerned with the study of can- 

others far removed from the field. 
‘Two associates pooled their knowledge of 
‘his work to list the following major con- 
‘tributions which Dr. Loeb has made to man’s 
knowledge of cancer: 


{ The last accomplishment -explained the 
origin and nature of one kind of tumor. 
He showed that the first step in formation 
of a placenta occurs when progesterone, a 
gex hormone from the ovary, sensitizes the 
linings of the uterus. Normally a fertilized 
egg comes in contact with the sensitized 
linings, and a placenta is formed. Dr. Loeb 
a ted that the formation occurs 
whenever the sensitized linings come in con- 
tact with any foreign body. If an egg is 
mot present, the placenta becomes what Dr. 
Loeb calied a placentoma, a kind of tumor. 

In fields other than cancer, one of his 
major accomp ments was his discovery 
that Graves’ d (exophthalmic goiter) 
ean be caused by a pituitary gland hormone 
which partly controls the thyroid gland. He 
made a number of important contributions 
explaining the mechanism of blood-clotting 
and wound healing. He did a comprehensive 
study of edema, swelling caused by abnor- 
mal accumulations of fluids, and was the 
principal author of a book on venom of 
the Heloderma, a group of lizards which 
includes the Gila monster. 

Dr. Loeb is a slight man with an aquiline 

, a thin face and a.small mustache. A 

ahock of unruly gray hair rises above his 
high forehead. He was born in Germany 
and speaks with a trace of an accent. He 
pronounces his name in the German way, 
approximately as though it were spelled 
Lerb. | 

Asa result of his years of teaching, he 
speaks with distinctness and precision, 
mever having to hesitate to find the right 
word to express his exact shade of meaning.. 
When answering questions, he always begins 
with an explanatory ““‘Why” and then speaks 
slowly, as though giving students time to 
take notes. 


Doesn’t Smoke or Drink; 
Considers Effects on Body. 


Sensitive and retiring almost to the point 


Jot self-effacement, he scrupulously avoids 
‘any intrusion into other people’s lives. He 


he had never had time to go into when they 
first occurred to him. 

Since giving up his laboratory at the 
medical school in 1941, he has done his 
work in his home at.40 Crestwood drive, 
Clayton. The house, a large one filled with 
turn-of-the-century furniture, is managed by 
his wife, the forther Georgiana Sands of 
Port Chester, N.Y. She has an M.D. degree, 
and was an intern at Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital under the late Dr. William Osler. A 
physician in general practice before their 
marriage in 1922, she now helps edit his 
books. They have no children. 

Mrs. Loeb apologizes for the state of 
somehow ordered disorder in which her 
husband keeps his second-floor study-bed- 
roome Ina resigned manner born of count- 
less futile efforts to straighten things up, 
she explains, “He won't let me touch a 
thing.”’ 
> Seated at his desk, Dr. Loeb is almost 
obscured by stacks of papers in manila 
folders which are rapidly engulfing the still- 
remaining working space on the desk. All 
the stacks contain papers and reprints of 
scientific articles, except for one pile of 
old copies of magazines of political opinion. 

Shelves covering much of two walls from 


books and more reprints. A microscope 
under a glass bell and boxes of slides occupy 
a place of honor with a table to themselves. 


Born in the Rhineland; 
Father Was Business’ Man. 


Dr. Loeb was born at Mayen, in the Prus- 
sian Rhineland, Sept. 21, 1869. Both his 
father, who was a business man and literary 
scholar, and his mother died while he was 
a child, and he. was raised by friends in 
various parts of Barope and by his older 
brother, Jacques. 

By his own descrigtion a “‘weak boy,” he 
did a lot of walking as a youth to build 
up his strength, and climbed a few Swiss 
mountains. He still retains a love for the 
countryside he acquired during that .period. 
He played the violin when he was young, 
but gave it up when he didn’t acquire suf- 
ficient proficiency to satisfy himself. His 
chief avocation now is Mstening to sym- 
phony concerts. 

He studied at the universities of Heidel- 
berg, Berlin, Basle and Freiburg, and re- 
ceived his M.D. degree from the university 
of Zurich in 1897. That year, he emigrated 
to the United States, settling in Chicago. 
His brother already had moved to this 
country. 

“IT had found I couldn’t live under a 
monarchy,” he explained. “The Prussian 
spirit of Germany in the Bismarckian era 


was obnoxious to me. I couldn't stand it, 
I had to come to a country where people 
believed in and tried to develop individual 
human dignity.” 

For about 10 months he practiced medi- 
cine in Chicago. During that time, he 
rented a room in the rear of a drug store 
to serve as a laboratory, and did his first 
cancer research at the Chicago stockyards. 
His first evidence of the hereditary tendency 
to cancer came when he found cancer of the 
eye relatively wide-spread among cattle 
from one Wyoming ranch, while cattle from 
neighboring ranches.did not have the dis- 
ease. 


Gave Up Medical Practice 
To Devote Time to Research. 


Deciding that he wanted to devote full 
time to research, he gave up the practice 
of medicine permanently and joined the 
faculty of the University of Illinois. In 
1902, he moved to McGill University, Mon- 
treal, where he did’ much of his work on 
blood-clotting. A year later he went to the 
University of Pennsylvania. He announced 
there in 1907 discovery of a hereditary fac- 
tor in breast cancer in mice, and began his 
work on the placenta. 

He came to St, Loujs in-1910 as director 
of the pathology department of St. Louis 
Skin and Cancer Hospital, a former name 
of Barnard Free Skin and Cancer Hospital. 
While there, he proved the importance of. 
sex hormones in the production of cancer 
by demonstrating that removal of the 
ovaries prevented the disease from occur- 
ring in mice with a strong hereditary tend-

In 1915, he became professor of compara- | 


| tive pathology at Washington University, 


and in 1924 became professor of pathology 
and head of the department, a position he 
retained until his retirement in 1937. At 
Washington he took up again his work on 
transplantation of tissue, research he had 
begun in 1895. As a by-product of that 
research, he formulated a theory that hu- 
man and mammalian tissue is potentially im- 
mortal. Frequent transplantation of the same 
piece of tissue from animal to animal, keep- 
ing the tissue alive for periods far longer 
than its normal life span, convinced him 
that “life could be unlimited.” 

Another major theory resulting from the 
transplantation investigations is the subject 
of an abstruse tome he published three years 
ago called “‘The Biological Basis of Indi- 
viduality.”’ 

{| In all the organs and tissues of an indi- 
vidual, he contends, there is a chemical! fac- 
tor which is the same throughout one in- 
dividual and is peculiar to that individual 
alone. It is never exactly 


closely related they may be, he argues. 
addition, he thinks there is a similar factor 
peculiar to each of the divisions of the 
animal kingdom—the species, orders and 
classes. 

““‘My liver and my kidneys are different 
organs with different functions,” he explains 
in a logicians exercise, “but they are alike 
in that they contain the same factor, the 
same individuality differential. Your liver 
and my liver are alike in that they have 
the same functions, but they are unlike in 
that they have different individuality dif- 
ferentials.”’ 

The subject has considerable immediate, 
practical interest to doctors because of its 
connection with transplanting of such tissue 
as skin. Skin grafts usually are most suc- 
cessful when they are taken from the same 
person who is to receive them. Occasionally 
they are successful between very close rela- 
tives. Grafts between unrelated persons al- 
most always fail. 


Believes Chemical Theory 
Explains Skin-Graft Result. 


The chemical individuality differential 
explains the whole thing, because the body 
reacts against a strange differential, Dr. 
Loeb thinks. The differential is determined 
by genes, he believes, and consequently the 
differentials are most closely alike in close- 
ly related persons, though never identical. 
The more closely the individuality differen- 
tial of a piece of transplanted tissue re- 
sembles the differential of the host, conse- 
quently, the less reaction there is, and the 
more successful is the transplant. 

Considering the number and quality of 
his contributions to medical science, he has 
received little recognition from prize com- 
mittees. He was awarded the John Phillips 
Memorial Medal of the American College of 
Physicians in 1935, and in 1937 he was 
elected to the select National Academy of 
Sciences. He holds a gold medal of the 
St. Louis Medical Society, and is a member 
of the American Philosophical Society and 
an honorary member of the French Society 
of Endocrinology. An annual lectureship 
was established in his name by the Wash- 
ington University Chapter of Phi Beta Pi 
medical fraternity to honor a “stimulating 
teacher.” 

Two nephews, sons of Jacques Loeb, are 
also distinguished scientists. They are 
Leonard B. Loeb, professor of physics at 
the University of California, Berkeley, and 
Dr. Robert F. Loeb, head of the department 
of medicine at Columbia University Medical 
School. 

Dr. Loeb now is about half way through 
a book on the relation of tissue growth to 
the nature and causes of cancer. He hopes 
to finish that work in about a year, and 
then embark on a philosophical book. In 
preparation for the latter, he has amassed 
a voluminous scrap book of newspaper clip- 
pings—letters to the editor, editorials and 
columnists’ opinions. 

His philosophy is based on a passionate 
belief in democracy and in the dignity of 
the individual. Scientific and technological 
advances of the last 50 years, he says, have 
tended to lessen the value society attaches 
to the individual. Society, with the help of 
scientists and physicians, must find out how 
to restore the individual to his proper place 
in the social structure. 

“Besides the greatest possible security 
in the field of material goods,” he has writ- 
ten, “there is needed the maintenance of 
individual liberty and initiative, there is 
needed the cultivation of friendly relations 


}with our neighbors. This requires extension 


and intensification of our power to see our- 
selves in all the others and all the others in 
ourselves. It requires the recognition of 
the dignity of the individual.”

Little Assemtly. That organization, 
which reconvenes Feb. 23, has assumed a 
new importance as a result of powerful de- 
mands for a union of Western European na- 
tions—bound to the United States by ties of 
mutual economic and défense interests. 

Both in the establishment of the Little 
Assembly and in the demands for a new 
union of Western Europe, in response to the 


> |Marshall plan, can be seen a new grouping 
‘1 of nations. 


Russia has declined to participate itn the 
Marshall plan. Significantly, the Soviet 
Union also has ignored the new U.N, agency, 
officially the Interim Committee of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. Russia fiercely opposed es- 
tablishing it at all. 

Despite the inauspicious opening ses- 
sions of the Little Assembly Jan. 2 and 9, 
with the Soviet delegation absent, the po- 
litical influence of that body should not 
be underestimated, It may turn out to be 
a aignificant part of a new pattern of 
world alignment now in the making. 
Some of the outlines of that pattern can 
be seen in recent utterances of American 
and British spokesmen. 

Alliances among Western powers recently 


were recommended by- Bernard M. Baruch, 
America’s elder statesman and for 30 years 


“adviser to presidents.” From England, 
came prompt and hearty commendation 
from former Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill, Prime Minister Clement Attlee 
and Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin. Other 
eminently qualified international spokesmen 
have urged early action. 


Baruch Urged a Defense 


Union of European Nations. 


Baruch told the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee Jan. 19 that aid to Europe by 
way of the Marshall plan must be reinforced 
by mutual assistance agreements, military

“Any economic aid which 
States gives will be inadequate without this 
common readiness of Europeans to stand up 
and fight for their independence and free- 
dom,” Baruch declared. In an 11-point pro- 
gram he stipulated that beneficiary nations 
should form a ‘“‘political, economic and de- 
fense union under the United. Nations,” 
adding his recommendation that: 

“The United States and such others as 
will join us, mutually guarantee the nations 
entering this union against aggression. By 
guarantee, I mean a firm promise to go to 
war :in joint defense if any of them are 
attacked.”’ 

Two days later in London, foreign secre- 
tary Bevin told the House of Commons the 
British Government-already has taken first 
steps towards a European union. Great 
Britain will negotiate a series of treaties, 
in accordance with the European recovery 
program. “The time is ripe for consolida- 
tion of Western Europe,” Bevin said, with a 
warning glance in the direction of the 
Kremlin. 

Bevin received warm support from his 
own party and the opposition led by Church- 
ill. ~ Prime Minister Attlee described the 
policy as “‘fruitful.”” “It has been put for- 
ward many times in the past, taken up and 
dropped again,” he said, ‘‘But it is after all 
something that wants to be done under the 
larger unity of the United Nations.”’ 

With customary force, Churchill endorsed 
the move as the best way of avoiding war. 
He recommended action ‘in accord with 
other Western democracies, to bring mat- 
ters to a head with the Soviet Government 
and to arrive at a lasting settlement.’’ 
Churchill recalled his speech at Fulton, Mo.,, 


where he had urged formation of a United 
States of Europe with American connections. 


May Demonstrate How U.N. 
Would Work Without Russia. 


It has not been disclosed if these epochal 
developments were anticipated when mea- 
sures were taken to create the Little As- 
sembly. It was proposed by the United 
States as a possible cure for United Nations’ 
veto paralysis. Force of public opinion, it 
was hoped, might dissuade Russia from 
blocking majority action by extravagant use 
of the veto. Only time will tell if it will 
accomplish the nominal purpose for which 
it was established. The 51 nations repre- 
sented are cautiously stalking the veto prob- 
lem before making direct attack. 

Failing in that mission, it may demon-

Secretary of State James F, Byrnes on the 
subject. There is no mention of a Little As- 
sembly in his book “Speaking; Frankly,” an 
exposition of American foreign policy. But 
in the chapter entitled: “Where Do We Go 


| from Here?” Byrnes declared in part: 


“But co-operation of all great powers ... 


is not indispensable. I deny that the Charter 


of the United Nations ... can be nullified 
by a single vote of a permanent member of 
the Security Council, 

‘It Is a fact that the Security Council can- 
not require the member states to take action 
unless there is unanimity among the perma- 
nent members, but that does not mean that 
the members are not free to act, and should 
not regard themselves as morally bound to 
act, if there is a clear violation of the 
Charter.” 

To close observers of events at Lake 
Success, there is more than coincidence in 
the official declaration that “‘the United 


‘ Nations is the cornerstone of American 


foreign policy,” and the inspiration for 
creation of the Little Assembly supplied 
by the United States delegation. Secre- 
tary of State George C. Marshall was re- 
sponsible for both declaration and deed. 
Establishment of the new agency may 
have opened a path for concerted action by 
nations if Russian obduracy should threaten 
seriously the United Nations. The Soviet 
Union doubtless would describe the result 
as a “capitalistic” or “imperialistic” bloc. 


But Russian intransigeance, alone, may 
lead to the unfriendly grouping of Western 
nations in the U.N. The right bf collective 
self-defense is recognized specifically in 
Article 51 of the Charter. Article 52 directs 
members Of the U.N. to make such regional 
arrangements relating to: ‘‘maintenance of 
international peace and security’’ commen- 
surate with U.N, principles. This point has 
been made by Hamilton Fish Armstrong, 
editor of Foreign Affairs Quarterly. 

If action by the Security Council was 
blocked by dilatory stratagem or veto, Lit- 
tle Assembly delegates would be on hand to 
act promptly as individual parties to re- 
gional pacts. ‘%ince action by the Little As- 
sembly may be taken by two-thirds vote and 
is not subject to veto, it is not difficult to 
conceive that two-thirds of the 57 members 
might all be directly or indirectly commit- 
ted to mutual assistance by trade and de- 
fense treaties, even if the six Communist- 
controlled nations later sent representatives. 


Holds Charter Articles \~ 
Authorize the Procedure. 


Like the parent General Assembly, the 
Little Assembly is limited to inquiry, debate 
and resolution. Its conclusions go only to 
the General Assembly, where discussions 
may be repeated, amplified or ignored, Roar 
as it will, it is a toothless tiger. Its only 
weapon is world public opinion, although 
this may prove to be useful. 


The Little Assembly took one important 
step toward ameliorating veto blight at the 
first meetings. A Chinese resolution to con- 
sider means for peaceful settlement of dis- 
putes, without reference to the Security 
Council or to the General Assembly, was 


unanimously approved. Many delegates, in- 
cluding Secretary Marshall, have suggested 


the possibility gf complete waiver of ‘veto 


rights in such exigencies. 

The Soviet Union emphatically declined 
to contemplate the proposal of thus modify- 
ing Security Council rules, either by formal 
amendment or gentlemen’s agreement. The 
Little Assembly was more receptive. As in 
the case of regional agreements and defen-

maintenance of international peace and se- 
curity, shall, first of all, seek a solution by 
negotiation, inquiry, mediation, conciliation, 
arbitration, judicial settlement, resort te 
regional agencies or arrangements, or other 
peaceful means of their own choice.” 

No doubt exists that settlement of inter- 
national disputes by direct action—force or 
other punitive measure—is exclusively in 
the domain of the Security Council. No 
major power would elect to surrender veto 
rights in such circumstances, It is ho less 
certain, however, that the Charter contem- 
plates other machinery for ironing out dis- 
putes at a conference table. 

“My delegation has been led to the con- 
clusion that a study of pacific settlement of 
disputes would be most valuable,” Dr. 
Shuhsi Hsu of China told the Little Assem- 
bly. “‘We have been led to the conclusion 
by our observation ofthe tendencies which 
have developed in the United Nations in re- 
spect to the appeal to the Security Council. 
“Other delegations may have noted, as we 
have, that members of the United Nations 
appear to be inclined to submit disputes te 
United Nations agencies for disposition be- 
fore exhausting the methods of pacific set- 
tlement set forth in Article 33 of the 
Charter. 

“It is the plain Intent that the great ma- 
jority of international disputes shall he 
settled by such methods and that resort to 
the United Nations be had after other means 
have failed. Even in serious and aggra- 
vated cases, it appears to have expected that 
the parties would engage in appropriate ef- 
forts to obtain « settiement before submit- 
ting their cases to a United Nations forum. 


“Yet, more often than not, parties pro-. 
ceed at an early stage to the General As- 


sembly or the Security Council. They seem 
to forget that the provision in Article 33 is 
not made without good reason. Sy resort 
to the agencies the parties cannot but adopt 
definitive positions from which it is difficult 
to recede, and when the resort is premature, 
a settlement of the dispute becomes less 
likely.” 


The Chinese Resolution 
May Lead to a New System. 


Some sort of a workable system bared on 
the Chinese resolution may be presented by 
a committee charged with research on the 
subject when the Little Assembly recon- 
venes Feb. 23. Just how much it would re- 


j}lieve veto tension is indicated by statistics 


disclosing that at least 10 of 22 vetoes in 
the Security “Council have been applied 
where force was not fhdicated, 

At this time only the veto problem and 
the search for a detour around the Security 
Council to reach disputes not involving 
violence are on the Little Assembly agenda. 
Like the General Assembly, the Little As- 
sembly may not discuss toplies on the Se- 
curity Council agenda. Only if dismissed 
from Security Council jurisdiction may the 
Little Assembly discuss the long-standing 
Iranian question, the Egyptian question, the 
Netherlands-Indonesian conflict or intricate 
problems of Palestine, 

By the same token, the Little Assembly is 
disqualified from considering other dead- 
locks in vital negotiations. Stalemates due 
to Russian-majority differences prevail in 
the Atomic Energy Commission; the Com- 
mission on Conventional Armaments, con- 
cerned with the regulation of weapons of — 
mass destruction, and in the Military Staff 
Committee, now devising plans for an inter- 
national police force, 

In informed quarters there are widely 
divergent opinions as to the effect of the 
Little Assembly on relatiéns between the 
United Nations and the Soviet Union. 
Some think it will lead ultimatély to a 
Soviet walkout. To support this pessi- 
mistic forecast they point to the mounting 
list of Russian boycotts of United Nations 
agencies. Most important of these ‘are 
the Korean and Greek commissions and 
the Trusteeship Council. f 

Others argue it will force Russia to re- 
main in the fold, even if the bility of 
retirement is now contemplated. World 
opinion is an important factor in Comniu-~

How Gandhi Conquered 


Seeing these my kinsmen, O Krishna, ar- 

. yayed, eager to fight, my limbs fail and my 
mouth is parched, my body quivers, and my 
hair stands on end, Gandiva slips from my 
hand, and my skin burns all over, I am not 
able to stand, my mind is whirling, and I see 
adverse omens, O Kesava. Nor do I foresee 
any advantage from slaying kinsmen in 
battle.—The Bhagavad Gita. 

Had Mohandas Gandhi appeared in, say, Syra- 
cuse or Wichita instead of in Amadabad, he prob- 
ably would have been set down as a freak-—oh, 
a kindly, well-intentioned freak, but really no 
different from those strangely-dressed men who 
sometimes appear in city streets, carrying signs 
warning of dire things to come, 

The West—and particularly the United States 
—prides itself on being practical. It believes it 
knows all about force and power and getting 
things done. It puts its frust in dynamos and 
motors, locomotives and airplanes, shells and 
bombs. 

Patently, most Westerners have forgotten or 
rejected the ages in which they believed other- 
wise. They have forgotten the sheer faith of 
which Henry Adams said that it was “the high- 
est energy ever known to man, the creator of 
four-fifths of his noblest art, exercising vastly 
more attraction over the human mind than all 
the steam-engines and dynamos ever dreamed 
of.” 

The Orient, skeptical about Western progress, 
has a longer memory, a greater fidelity. India 
accepted Gandhi and honored him. And so he 
was able to set it on the way to freedom. He 
faced the power of the West and overcame it. 
He won the victory not with bigger battalions or 
more powerful dynamos, but with confidence in 
the strength of righteousness. 

Even so, he was not without Western aids. 
He accepted the core of the West's neglected 
Christianity, its insistence on justice and mercy. 
And he said with Thoreau: “Let us see who Is 
the strongest. What force has a multitude? They 
only can force me who obey a higher law than I.” 

But hig was an attitude hardly shared by our 
foreign ministers and international delegates. “It 
just is not practical,” they would say if it were 
urged on them. So they draw up another treaty; 
and if it is not signed, they unlimber the guns. 
If it is signed, they also unlimber the guns—but 
not quite so soon. 

Yet Gandhi confounded them by their own 
pragmatic test. His way—the way of non-vio- 
lence and of confidence in his fellow-man— 
worked. It brought a practical solution to the 
immensely difficult problem of India’s libera- 
tion. When this was threatened by violence, his 
fasting imposed peace. Where have the men of 
London and Moscow, of Paris and Washington 
done as much? 

Gandhi’s trappings — the spinning wheel and 
the homespun shawl—were incidental. They be- 
longed to his time and his place. The ideas and 
beliefs which motivated him are universdls. They 
belong to every system of ethics. Violence is as 
self-defeating in the West.as in the East. Blood- 
shed is the same everywhere, and so is injustice. 
And everywhere the way of virtue offers the 
same rewards. The preachers in Syracuse and 
Wichita say so every Sunday. 

But who in the West would pit spiritual force 
against material power? Who would set above 
the compulsions of dynamos and guns, man’s ca~ 
pacity for goodness? If their woes become more 
burdensome, perhaps more men will try it. More 
may heed Gandhi's example. /

NOMINATED FOR ST. LOUIS OFFICES 
Anton Schuler Sheriff John F. Dougherty 
This short line from a table published Aug. 2, 
1944, giving the results of the primary election, 


tells a long and sad story. 
Schuler is a low-grade official. As clerk of 


the Circuit Court for Criminal Causes, his be- 
havior led to the bail. bond scandal. He is the 
employer and champion of J. Fred Koenig, whose 
gross blunder turned a felon loose to do more 
burglaries long before the man was even eligible 
for parole. The state was &till trying in 1945 to 
collect Schuler’s personal income taxes for 1934 
and 1936, 

Dougherty was elected Sheriff. Since then he 
has violated the anti-nepotism clause in the Mis- 
souri Constitution, He is or was a partner in an 
East Side gambling house. A Chicago gangster 
described him as local agent for the Capone syn- 
dicate. He is under sentence to a year in jail 
for leaving the scene of an automobile accident. 

No matter which man they chose, the voters 
were in for a lemon. The two party machines 
saw to that. 

The lesson is trite and true. Until citizens 
turn out in force for the primaries—until good- 
quality people are persuaded to seek public of- 
fice and the “nice people” work for them in and 
before the primaries—until that happens, many 
electoral decisions will still be taken by holding 
the nose and voting what seems the lesser evil. 

Democracy failed when the choice narrowed 
to Schuler and Dougherty. When democracy fails 
under our very noses, what chance has it in the 
state, the nation, the world community? 
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The Power to Persecute 

The Howard Hughes investigation and similar 
fiascos, it seems; are on the verge of paying divi- 
dends in the reform of Senate committee pro- 
cedures. And if the Senate tidies up, who knows 
but that the House may follow the good example? 

The power of investigation is essential to 
sound legislation, and it has been used to expose 
many a scandal by way of finding correctives. 
It certainly should not be hedged about with too 
many restrictions. On the other hand, it is im- 
possible to forget that the power to investigate 
has often been transformed into the power to 
persecute. . 

It probably would be'very difficult for Con- 
gress to draw up rules of procedure which would 
eliminate all abuses without hampering the use- 
fulness of investigations. But as Senator Hatch 
of New Mexico recently pointed out, there al- 
ready is a law on the books which could do much 
against these evils—the La Follette-Monroney Act. 
“That act intended to abolish special committees,” 


he said, “and have the work done by the regular 


committees within whose field of jurisdiction 
the particular question being investigated would 
naturally fall. A standing committee does not 
depend on any particular investigation for its 
existence. A special committee exists only as 
long as it can ‘stir up questions sufficiently 
sensational.” 

As a matter of fact, it is Senator Aiken’s jeal- 
ousy for his Committee on Expenditures, which 
would do most of the investigating if the La 
Follette-Monroney Act were closely observed, 
which is the mainspring of the new reform 
movement, By eliminating special committees, 
and by showing what an intelligently staffed,

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Step Toward Slum Clearance 

A promising attack upon St. Louis’ slum clear- 
ance problem has been proposed by Walter W. 
Head, chairman of the St. Louis Anti-Slum Com- 
mission, and has been approved by Comptroller 
Louis Nolte. Mr. Head suggests a bond issue of 
$7,500,000 to $10,000,000 to acquire slum sites, 
as a first step toward the elimination of the city's 
most fundamental problem, 

With this money, the city would buy land and 
sell or lease it to urban redevelopment corpora- 
tions for construction purposes. These corpora- 
tions would raise the needed equity capital and 
them would take advantage of the FHA’s will- 
ingness to insure mortgages on large-scale rental 
housing up to 90 per cent. 

It is assumed that the city would proceed by 


condemnation and that, therefore, it could ac-. 


quire the land at a fair value. It is assumed 
that it would sell the land at the price it pays, 
or even less. In addition to this inducement for 
private enterprise, the urban redevelopment law 
now on the statute books gives further induce- 
ment—partial tax exemption for 25 years, 

Mr. Nolte not only would approve such a bond. 
issue, but he would be willing to give $1000 of 
his own money toward a million-dollar civic fund 
to further the cause. It is believed that $10,- 
000,000 would buy a lot of land, say, in the sec- 
tion between Fourteenth and Grand, where our 
worst and most conspicuous slums are located. 
Moreover, as the city sold off land, the proceeds 
could be used as a revolving fund to buy more 
and more sites. 

We believe that, although legal and other ob- 
stacles exist, the plan is intrinsically sound. It 
must be remembered, of course, that the housing 
thus produéed would be for people of middle 
income, and would be out of reach of present 
slum dwellers. This means that the slums could 
not be torn down until quarters were available 
for those thus dispossessed. This means, in turn, 
that St. Louis must qualify for federal assistance 
in the form of subsidies for low-income housing, 
Private enterprise will not undertake such con- 
struction. It cannot do so without going broke. 

An attempt to make St. Louis eligible for fed- 
eral assistance was defeated in the Legislature 
on the ground that it would be socialistic. That 
cry was raised by the real estate lobby. The 
city has made a new attempt to become eligible 
for such funds by asking the courts to construe 
low-cost public housing as charitable, under the 
new Constitution, hence tax exempt. 

In any case, the slum problem is a challenge 
to the intelligence, the energy and even to the 
conscience of this community, which has been re- 
told recently that 33,000 dwellings in this alleged- 
ly modern city have outdoor privy vaults. We

and we are confident the voters would support 
it. Moreover, everything else being equal, we 
think it would be the best investment the city 


could possibly make.

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Cats or Dogs for Europe? 

It’s tough these days, mighty tough, to get 
agreement on aid to Europe, no matter on what 
level it is discussed. Senator Taft and former 
President Hoover are at sword’s point with 
President Truman and Secretary of State Mar- 
shall. And there is no more concord in the 
humane society or in the back alley. 

One day last week, the American Feline So- 
ciety came up with the bright idea of sending 
at least 1,000,000 American cats—but only really 
rugged back-alley toms—across the Atlantic to 
join in Europe’s desperate battle against rats. 
But the next day the American Society for the 
Prevention of.Cruelty to Animals came out flat- 
footed against the idea. It would be cruel, said 
the society’s vice-president, to put American 
cats on a diet of European rats. 

Even more set against the scheme was Charles 
Allredge, the Department of Interior’s repre- 
sentative in the National Anti-Rat Campaign. He 
showed his hand when he said that we need to 
incite our cats against our own rats. But to 
clinch his point, he added that European rats 
were much too fierce for American cats, It 
would be better, he said, to send over small, 
aggressive dogs. Now the Committee for Keep- 
ing American Dogs in America will speak up. 

The best way out, it seems, is to earmark 
part of the Marshall plan appropriation for a 
shipload of rat-poison.

Carl Sandburg’s Three Score and Ten

“The days of our years ardthreescore 
and 10,” said the Psalmist. Implied in his 
statement was the belief that any time be- 
yond that was an extra gift from on high. 

Carl Sandburg, the down-to-earth poet 
with the gift for common speech, would 
put it more directly. For Sandburg is not 
the ivory tower sort of poet who writes of 
ethereal ideas in a prissy style. He's a 
common man who has rubbed elbows with 
his fellow men. 

His poems are filled with expressive 
words like galoots, fourflushers, bootleg 
booze, mutts, slant heads, jazzmen, cheap 
skates, fade away; expressions like “that's 
the stuff,” “bring home the bacon,” “you 
said a mouthful.” ° 

He expresses elemental themes; he tells 
of steel mills, brick yards, lusty cities, 
prairies, all of which he has known inti- 
mately. “I was born on the prairie,” he 
sings, “and the milk of ita wheat, the red 
of its clover, the eyes of ita womén gave 
me a song and a slogan.” 

Sandburg has often been compared to 
Robert Burns and to Walt Whitman, All 
three have known ‘the monotony and 
drudgery of common labor, yet each sang 
of the dignity of labor. All “have had a 
strong faith in the great mass of people. 

But Sandburg is more than a poet, He Is 
an excollent reporter, an interesting lec- 
turer, a gifted ballad singer, an authori- 
tative biographer and a keen student of 
public affairs, 

Born Jan, 6, 1878, in Galesburg, Ill, Sand- 
burg workéd as driver of a milk wagon, 
porter in a barbershop, scene shifter and 
truck operator. At 17 he “went west,” bum- 
ming his way on freight cars, 

“He signed up “for soldier” at the out- 
break of the Spanish-American War. Upon 
his return he enrolled at Lombard College 
in Galesburg, where he earned his ex- 
penses as tutor, bell-ringer and janitor. 

After finishing college he traveled the 
country as a film salesman and iater be- 
came advertising manager for a depart- 
ment store. Filled with a yearning for 


social reform, he drifted to Milwaukee in ° 


1907 because he had heard of the city’s 
strong Socialist movement. 

For a time he was a city hall reporter 
for the Milwaukee Journal. In 1910 the 
Socialist mayor, Emil Seidel, appointed 
young Sandburg as his secretary. “When 
I took.the job,” Sandburg said many years 
later, “I was filled with idealistic notions. 
I was to aid in bringing about Utopia 
through governmental action. Then the 
telephone rang in my office. Answering 
that telephone was to be my first official 
act in my new job. 

“An irate woman taxpayer was on the 
wire; in no uncertain terms she called 
down the administration and wanted to 


foast 


know why a dead dog had been allowed to 
remain in the alley near her home.” 

In 1913 he moved to Chicago, where he 
became associate editor of the magazine 
System, later worked on an experimental 
tabloid and joined the staff of the Daily 
News, In 1918 he went to Norway and 
Sweden as & correspondent, Upon his re- 
turn he became editorial writer. 

Throughout that period he used his keen 
powers of observation to record his im- 
pressions. These he set down in a strong, 
rambling, free verse style. The poem which 
projected him most strongly into the liter- 
ary limelight was his “Chicago”: 

Hog butcher for the world. 

Toolmaker, stacker of wheat, 

Player with ratlroads and the nation's 

freight handler ; 

Stormy, husky, brawling, 

City of big shoulders. 

In the years that followed, Sandburg 
built up a solid reputation as one of the 
leaders in the new birth of American let- 
ters. Along with Vachel Lindsay, Edgar 
Lee Masters, Edwin Arlington Robinson 
and others, he helped to freé poetry from 
the restrictions of European-style writing. 

The crowning achievement of Sandburg’s 
writing is his monumental biography of 
Abraham Lincoln which . culminated 90 
years of painstaking research. It won the 
Pulitzer prize in 1939. 

For many years Sandburg was a familiar 
speaker, He usually affected black bow 
tie, heavy shoes and an unpressed sult. A 
stubborn lock of gray hair invariably fell 
over his forehead, Accompanying himself 
with a guitar, he read his poems and sang 
his ballads in a rich, deep drawl. 

Now Sandburg has slackened pace. Not 
a day passes, however, but what he does 
a little writing—if for no other reason than 
“to see what's going on In the old bean.” 

He and “the missus” have forsaken the 
Midwest and now live quietly in Flat Rock, 
N. C., in the mountains near Asheville, 

It isn’t difficult to imagine him sitting 
on his front porch, twanging on his trusty 
“git-ar,” singing one of his poems; 

I have led a good life, full of peace and 

quiet, 

I shall have an old age, full of rum 

and riot: 

I have been a good boy, wed to peace 

and study, 

I shall have an old age, ribald, coarse 

and bloody, 

Carl Sandburg has led a good life. It 
is doubtful whether his old age will be full 
of rum and riot. But at 70 he can right- 
fully feel that he has done his share in 
expressing America and its ideas.

Why No Photographs’? 

We do not understand why we 
are not permitted to photograph 
this factory, because as we walked 
through we found that practically 
all of the machinery was made in 
America, and we were told that 
thes assembly line and the assem- 


jbly methods had been laid out by 


American tech- 
nicians. 

And it is reasonable to believe 
that these technicians know what 
they were doing and would re- 
member so that if there were any 
malice in America toward this 
Plant in the way of bombing the 
information must be there. And 
yet photographs of the plant were 
taboo, 

Actually we did not want photo- 
graphs of the plant, what we 
wanted was photographs of the 
men and women at work. Much 
of the work in the Stalingrad 
tractor factory is done by women. 
But there was no hole in the 
taboo. We could not take a pic- 
ture. The fear of the camera is 
deep and blind. 

When Capa cannot take pic- 
tures he mourns, and here very 
particularly he mourned, because 
everywhere his eyes saw con- 
trasts, and angles, and pictures 
that had meaning beyond their 
meaning. He said bitterly: 

“Here, with two pictures, I 
could have shown more than 
many thousands of words could 
say.”

Five Plans for Rebuilding. 

There were about five archi- 
tectural plans for restoring the 
city and no plaster model had 
been made yet, because none of 
the plans had been approved 
They had two things in common, 
one was that the whole center 
of Stalingrad was to be made into 
public buildings, as grandiose as 
those projected at Kiev; with gi- 
gantic monuments, and huge mar- 
ble embankments whose steps 
would go down to the Volga; 
parks and colonnades, and pyra- 
mids and obelisks, and gigantic 
istatues of Stalin and Lenin. 

These were painted, and in pro- 
jection, and in blueprints, And it 
reminded us again that in two 
things the Americans and the Rus- 
sians are very much alike. Both 
peoples love huge structures, Prob- 
ably the two things that the Rus- 
sians admire most in America are

Iran, sitting atop one of the 
world’s richest oil deposits, tradi- 
tionally a buffer state along the 
corridor from Russia to the Per- 
sian gulf, already is beginning to 
feel the renewed punch of Soviet 
press accusations. 

Linked with an overlap from the 
violent surge of inspired disorder 
in Baghdad, this awakened Rus- 
sian interest {in Iran can well be 
a sign that the Kremlin contem- 
plates another attempt at occupy- 
ing northern Iran, observers here 
believe. 


Oll and the Big Powers. 
Oil and Palestine make Iran an 


object of the deepest concern for |! 
;all the big powers and help ex- 


plain why that country can easily 
leap back into the news headlines. 
In Iran, an old man, Dr. Ibrahim 
Hakimi, bitter foe of the Russians, 
is now struggling, as Premier, to 
offset the Communist propaganda 
which roots quickly in a land 
where most of the people are des- 
perately poor, He succeeded Ahmed 
Q@Qavam, a shrewd politician and 
international tight-rope walker, 
who committed political suicide 
late last year by alienating Iran- 
lan supporters with an unpopular, 
opportunistic domestic program. 
Qavam, now enjoying the bene- 
fits of the devalued franc in Paris, 


‘left his 78-year-old physician suc- 


cessor a legacy of internal disor- 
der created by graft and a fight 
to keep the Kremlin from estab- 
lishing a Tehran Government fa- 
vorable toa’ Moscow. 

Hakimi lacks the dynamic agil- 
ity of Qavam and he lacks his 
smart tactical keenness in keeping 
the Russians guessing. Earlier ap- 
praisals of Qavam’s toying with 
Russia about a Soviet-Iranian oil 
pact appear in need of revision—in 
Qavam’s favor. 

Qavam’s Delay Succeeds. 

He strung out for 18 months 
his scheme of delayed negotiations 
with Moscow, sparring for time, 
and finally was able to get the 
Majlis — parliament — lined up 
against the oil pact. 

Qavam’s maneuvers against Rus- 
sia and his adventures in ques- 
tionable internal deals in Tehran 
made him many enemies and he 
was forced out of office in Decem- 


er. 

Hakimi’s problem today divides

Campaign of Abuse Cited. 

From the moment the foreign 
secretaries separated, the Soviet 
Government and its satejlites in 
Eastern Europe intensified their 
efforts through the Cominform 
and by every means at their 
power. 

A campaign of calumny and 
abuse of the western democracies, 
their way of life and all they 
stand for, was carried on with un- 


paralleled violence. 

It may be true, and personally 
I think it is true, that the authors 
of this propaganda do not desire 
that it should lead to hostilities. 

But he must be an optimist in- 
deed who considers that it is pos- 
sible to continue for month after 
month in a Europe living as it 
is today, with its present distress, 
its clouded and anxious future, 
and to use such language without 
jeopardizing peace. 

Communism has not stopped 
at words. Communist action has 
reached a revolutionary stage

(Editor’s note: British occupa-

uments known as “Protocol M” 
directing Communist agents in the 
Ruhr and western Germany to or- 
ganize widespread strikes and 
sabotage as a move to torpedo the 
Marshall plan.) 

These are but the most recent 
examples of a clear Soviet policy 
to “confound all unity on earth.” 

The Challenge in Greece, 

It is in.Greece that the chal- 
lenge has been most overt and 
menacing. 

The notorious Markos has tried 
to set up a so-called government, 
Nobody can suppose he would do 
this without active gupport of his 
northern neighbors. Certainly the 
attempt was warmly welcomed by 
propaganda of Yugoslavia, Al- 
bania and Bulgaria, and indeed by 
Moscow itself. . 

At the same time, Markos made 
a military offensive and tried to 
capture some small town on 
Greek soil which might serve as 
a base and give him a pretext 
for recognition. 

Nobody should underestimate 
the strain which these events are 
placing upon the economy and 
national life of Greece. This gal- 
lant but impoverished country has 
already endured so much. 

When I was in Greece only two 
weeks ago, I heard heartening re- 
ports of the brave bearing of the 
Greek army at Konitsa. But the 
price which is being paid in this 
guerilla war is heavy, if not in di- 
rect casualties, then in indirect 
suffering. , 

Populations have fled from 
many of the threatened villages 
with the result that something 
like 500,000 refugees now are be- 
ing prevented from playing any 
part in their country’s reconstruc- 
tion or indeed from earning their 
daily bread. 

How long is this process to 
continue? 

This summer, no doubt, the 
Greek army will be able to deal 
with the immediate threat, but 
it can come again unless Greece’s 
northern frontiers are sealed off. 

Greece Called Testing Ground. 

This would have been done long 
since if the Soviet Government 
had been willing to join in carry- 
ing out the recommendations of 

the United Nations. 

As it is, we in the west must 
understand that Greece is today 
a testing ground on which the 
struggle between Communism and 
the way of life of free nations is 
being fought. 

The Greeks themselves have no 
illusiong on that score. 

In face of this situation,

HIS famous editor, who died 
Ts the autumn of 1946, spent 

the last years of his iife try- 
ing to solve the twin riddles, 
‘Whence? ahd Whither? But 
“Man: A Citizen of the Uni- 
verse,”’ the capsheaf of his bril- 
liant career; proves very clearly 
that he found the answer to 
neither. 

The story of Genesis, is labeled 
@ fairy tale; evolution ridiculous 
and naturalism a delusion, The 
inadequacies of science vexed 
him. “Despite its pretensions,” 
he wrote, ‘“‘sclence has yet to 
solve any fundamental problem 
of being—the source of power 
with which our race is endowed 
or the reason for our. occupancy 
of the planet. 

“Savants know all there is to 
know about bees, but man atill 
is the enigma he has always been, 
Our religions and philosophies 
affirm the rights of man and the 
sacredness of life, yet the chief 
industry of the species is war. 
The higher achievements of hu. 
man genius are forever turned 
to the purpose of destruction. 
Under materialism, self-interest 
is the sole interest. Might be- 
comes right. Justice, mercy and 
eharity are disregarded. Revo- 
lutions and wars may not stem 
from the downfall of religion, 
but they do reflect the disloca- 
tion and unrest consequent there- 
to. Totalitarianism and dictator- 
ship but usurp the authority and 
loyalties erstwhile vested in God.

There are times when Cosgrave 
seems to be tilting toward relig- 
jon, but he never embraces it. 
His goal is never quite clear. 
Like the lost man that he seems 
to have been, he moves in circles, 
never progressing very far from 
the point of beginning. His phil- 
osophy may be summed up in 
this: “Life is not a curious ac- 
cident but is part of a great 
whole, every detail of which has 
its own role in the gigantic plan 
of the universe itself. We must 
face that truth that we are 
neither alone in the world nor 
devoid of obligations; that we 
don’t belong to ourselyes, and 
that other powers are concerned 
than we now reckon. As we pass 
out of naturalism, and science 
extends its scope, we shall be 
compelled to accept some theory 
ef creation to account for the 
existence of the universe as well 


as for the extraordinary phe- 


nomenon of life itself.” 

Like so many great thinkers, 
Editor Cosgrave rejects the 
Biblical account of creation be- 
cause it is incomprehensible and 
then postulates a substitute hy- 
pothesis which also is unexplain- 
able.

But he is 
viewed also as a benevolent, hu- 
mane ruler of Fiume in 1920 and 
defended warmly from. those 
who would compare his methods 
with Mussolini’s. 

One of the most effective 
chapters deals with the tragic 
“Queen of Naples,”’ modeled at 
Geneva, where she was living 
enthroned in dreams of royalty 
after 50 years of exile. The 
sculpture, a photograph of which 
serves as frontispiece, echoes 
with fidelity the text’s impres- 
sion of a phantom woman on a 
cloud, remote from humanity, 
her head held high because of 
an imaginary crown.

The Liberating Force of Great Books 


‘Literature of Past Can Teach Us That Today's Disaster Is Not Absolute.

ERHAPS it is a wearisome 
platitude to say that books 
bring us solace and pleas- 
ure, but in times like these when 
turmoil and strife threaten us 
near and far, the world of books 
takes on a special meaning. For 
some it merely offers escape 
from present troubles, for others 
it reaffirms the faith in the in- 
tellectual and emotional values 


‘that we have come to know as 


marks of civilization. The vast 
amount of printing today, the ar- 
ray of libraries and bookstores 


—« that provide our country with an 


unending supply of reading mat- 
ter—all these are a heartening 
spectacle. Of course some crit- 
ics believe that all this abun- 
—==—=——, dance leads only to superficiality 
and instability of taste. But I 
cannot ‘take that view too seri- 
ously. 

Occasionally. perhaps reading 
becomes a substitute for think- 
ing and feeling, but one does not 
often find triviality and shallow- 
ness as the attributes of people 
who are well read. I believe that 
our modern interest in books is 
almost all to the good. Certain- 
ly it gives the necessary en- 
couragement and support, both 
financial and moral, to an ever- 
growing circle of excellent writ- 
ers. The propaganda for culture 
is good propaganda. 

But in one respect this-general 
interest in literature is not an 
unmixed blessing. Sometimes I 
feel that because of our literary 
clubs and book guilds we become 
preoccupied almost exclusively 
with contemporary literature. 
This interest tends to obscure or 
at least push into the back- 
ground the great books of yes- 
terday. In fact some of our 
young people occasionally take 
the view that today’s best seller 
is necessarily better than yester- 
day’s classic. Only too easily are 
they seduced into the fallacy of 
thinking thdt whatever comes 
They also 
forget that/“‘criticism of one’s 
contemporaries is nothing but 
conversation,”’ and thus tend to 
mistake hasty impressions for 
considered judgments. 
| literary diet composed ex- 

clusively of great books by 
dead authors. But Hemingway 
and Faulkner must not replace 
Dickens and Hardy, unless we 
are striving to impoverish our 
lives. Particularly we must not 
adlow our younger people to dis- 
miss with a glib tongue the great 
authors that they have not even 
read. A superior attitude toward 
great writers of the past often 
marks the man who has not tak-

The great literature of the 
past helps us to acquire a. his- 
torical perspective, which is an- 
other mark of the civilized mam 
It make us see that ours is not 
an isolated experience, that the 
disaster of today is not absolute. 

Hamlets and Lears have met 
their doom in literature and in 
life, and yet men have risen to 
live and dream splendidly. By 
their heroic words and dreams 
they have denied, as Shakespeare 
himself denies with the very 
beauty of his language, that ours 
is a “chronicle of wasted time.” 
Great literature gives us a sense 
of freedom from the very tragedy 
that it so, often. portrays. It 
transforms tragedy into a heroic 
experience. It constantly reas- 
serts the dignity of man.

T HE key question J any dis- 
cussion of the United Na- 
tions is and should be: Is 
U.N. an adequate instrument for 
the maintenance of world peace? 
The Australian spokesman in the 
United Nations seems to edge 
around this question. He states 
that “some basic change in prac- 
tice is necessary, particularly in 
regard to the Security Council.” 
He makes many careful augges- 
tions for changes. 

But, he adds frankly, “no 
positive suggestions can lead to 
any substantial improvement in 
the work of the organisation so 
long as there is suspicion and 
lack of good will and 
standing among its members, 
particularly several major pow- 
ers.” He feels the conclusion of 
peace treaties with the late 
enemy powers, and the ending of 
hostile propaganda within the 
major powers would contribute 
to the desired good will and 
understanding, and so it would. 
The dog, however, is chasing its 
tail, and it is difficult to know 
where the proposition begins and 
ends. The lack of good will,be- 
tween Russia and the United 
States is precisely the cause of 
our inability to arrive at peace 
treaties and of the hostile propa- 
ganda, 

Nor are we entirely comforted 
by the assurance that “in spite 
of past and present difficulties, 
the organization’s expectation of 
life, to use an insurance phrase, 
is high.” If the U.N. cannot pre- 
vent World War III, its contin- 
ued existence is a doubtful bless- 
ing. 

Mr. Evatt says the U.N. is note 
a world government; he does 
not say it should be. Yet with- 
out a head-on reconsideration of 
sovereignty it is difficult to see 
how the U.N. may be adequate to 
prevent war. 

Up to this point, the book is 
excellence itself; as a discussion 
of the origin, functioning and 
future of the U.N.—within the 
framework of sovereignty as de- 
fined by the Charter—it is clear 
and complete and amazingly 
brief, Originally the text of the 
Holmes lectures at Harvard last 
fall, “The United Nations” is as 
fine a background for the under- 
standing of the U.N. as has been 
published.

This year we are asked to make | 
Freedom Gardens. Giving vege-| 
tables a prominent place on the) 
planting list is a charitable act, | 
and a canny one, too. Growing at 
least a part of the family food 
supply will afford as much relief 
to our own inflated grocery bills 
as to the hungry folk of Europe. 

It is useless to plant vegetables, 
however, unless proper growing 
conditions can be provided. Some 
flowers can get along in poorish 
soil, or in the shade, but food 
crops are more demanding. 

For a satisfactory yield, vege- 
tables must have good garden 
loam, plus at least five or six 


hours of sunlight. So pick a spot 
well away from the roots and shade 


supply of plant foods and organic 
matter at planting time, and pro- 
vide an organic mulch, if possible, 
during the growing season. 

It is wise to plant only as much 
ground as can be cared for with 
ease. After the first flush of 
springtime enthusiasm wears off, 
ambitiously large gardens are too 
frequently abandoned to bugs and 
weeds, 

One small flower bed and a 
dozen thrifty ‘tomato plants 
properly tended through the en- 
tire growing season will give 
much greater satisfaction, 

In the very small home garden,

Vegetables 
tailored for commercial growers 
are usually leas tender and flavor- 
ful, and are bred to mature a 
heavy crop in a short space of 
time. In the home garden longer 
lasting varieties that may be har- 
vested over a period of time are 
more satisfactory, even if the to- 
tal yield may be somewhat lower. 


Try Something New. 


In the 1948 seed offerings there 
are new kinds of vegetables and 
flowers, too, If there is room. to 
Spare, it adds spice to try some 
of the season's novelties, but 
where space is at,;a premium, it

SOFT COAL OUTPUT SLUMPS 
DURING COLD-WEATHER WEEK 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP)— 
United States soft coal produc- 
tion for the week ended Jan, 24 
was the lowest of any week since 
last October. The Bureau of 
Mines said this was mainly be- 
cause of nation-wide cold and 
stormy weather. 

The bureau reported production 
for the week was 12,200,000 tons. 
This was 880,000 tons below the 
previous week's output and 1,600,- 
000 tons less than the week ended 
Jan. 10, It also was 1,000,000 tons 
less than for the corresponding 
week of January 1947. 

The bureau said lower produc- 
tion was due chiefly to transporta- 
tion difficulties arising trom cold 
weather. Soft coal car shortages 
were 50 per cent greater than dur- 
ing the preceding week. The 
bureau said “absenteeism due to 
weather” + was a contributing

MISSILE ATTAINS 
SPEED ‘FAR INTO 
SUPERSONIC RANGE? 


NAVY ORDNANCE TEST 


STATION, Inyokern, Calif, Jan.

There’s a Bonus Rule, 


But Bids Go On and On. 

ASEBALL has a bonus rule 
B designed to prevent wild bid- 

ding for. the services of 
young players, but plainly it 
isn’t much of a_i deterrent. 
George Zoeterman, 17-year-old 
Chicago high school boy, is con- 
sidering offers from half a doz- 
en representatives of clubs in or- 
ganized baseball. George was 
the young man who figured in 
the recent Happy Chandler-Les- 
lie O’Connor controversy. Chan- 
dier fined the White Sox $500 
and suspended the White Sox 
and O'Connor for refusing to 
pay the fine. Subsequently the , 
White Sox paid, and O’Connor 
and the club were reinstated, 
Chandler ruled that when Zoe- 
terman became eligible for sign- 
ing, the White Sox would not be 
permitted to enter the bidding. 

As a result of the publicity, 
Zoeterman finds himself in the 
king row. The St. Louis Car- 
dinals, Chicago Cubs, Cleveland 
Indians, Boston Red Sox and 
the Atlanta Crackers of the 
Southern Association are said to 
have appointments with the 
young man. 

If Zoeterman is paid as much 
as $6000 in bonus, salary or gift, 
cash or otherwise, he will be 
listed as a bonus player and will 
remain in that class. The 
amount that will make him a bo- 
nus player, if signed to a minor 
league contract, ranges from 
$4000 in class AAA, to $800 if 
signed by a class E club. 

In effect the rule means that 
a player thus attracted by a 
bonus cannot be sent out for 
the usual training periods. He 
can't be assigned to another club 
on option. He can’t be assigned 
outright to a lower league wun- 
less waivers have been obtained 
and if waivers are requested, 
they can’t be withdrawn. 


‘Hobbles Young Players. 
HUBS, if the Cardinals con- 
sidered Zoeterman worth a 
bonus of $6000, they'd have 

to keep him forever on the Red- 

bird roster, or risk the loss of 
his services at the waiver price, 

Thus, while the rule was adopt- 

ed to stop the wild bidding, it 

actually puts any player who 
accepts a bonus at a distinct 
disadvantage. Rarely is a high 
school boy ready for the big 
leagues. Usually his best inter- 
ests and chances of advance- 
ment are served if he starts in 

a Class D league, where he can 

play every day with players of 

approximately his own ability, 


improves. ; 

The bonus rule, preventing the 
wealthy clubs from cornering 
the free agent market, also cre- 
ates a selling job for the bidding 
clubs. The scout must persuade 
the young player that his best 
interests will be served by cast- 
ing his lot with this or that or- 
ganization. As a result the top 
men in any baseball club now 
take time to talk to prospects 
as important as Zoeterman.

How Fast Do Ducks Travel. 
- At the annual dinner of the 
Missouri Duck Hunters’ Associa- 
tion at Hotel DeSoto last Monday, 
Arthur M. Bartley, executive di- 
rector of Ducks Unlimited, told 
of a duck that was banded by 
his organization in Canada last 
Nov, 25 and was killed in Missouri 
three days later. The bird had 
traveled approximately 1300 miles. 
Phe audience seemed particular- 
ly interested in Bartley’s account 
of the slaughtering of ducks by 
The “ar- 
mades,” as described by Bartley, 
consist of rows of hundreds of 
muszzle-loaded guns that are fired 
in concert, 

The ducks killed in this fashion 
are openly marketed before the 
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he pointed out that a bill has been 
introduced in the Mexican legisla- 
ture to outlaw “armadas.” 

The speaker told the gathering 
that Lake St, Louis—built in east- 
central Alberta with funds con- 
tributed by St. Louis sportsmen 
—has been “a real producer” of 
ducks. 

Bartley and another speaker on 
the program, Frank Belbrose, IIli- 
nois waterfowl expert, saw bright 
spots in the duck picture. The 
Ducks Unlimited representative, 
whe recently returned from Win- 
nipeg, said heavy snows on the 
Canadian breeding grounds were 
good omens for the hatching sea- 


gon.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP)— 
Many government economists say 
rents are going to rise sooner or 
later until they reach levels com- 
parable to other cost of living 
items. They estimate rents will 
wind up probably 40 to 60 per cent 
higher than before the war, along 
with other items. 

Congress, however, is preparing 
to postpone the ultimate show- 
down on rent increases. Influential 
members of both houses say there 
is no doubt rent controls will be 
extended in this session, probably 
allowing for some upward revision 
of present rates. 

Many members last June grudg- 
ingly agreed to the present hous- 
ing and rent act, extending con- 
trols to Feb, 29 of this year. They 
were determined then that that 
was to be the last extension. 

But the sudden upsurge last 
gummer in the cost of food and 
other living items has alarmed 
them. 

If all rent controls are allowed 
to lapse in March, members of 
Congress foresee possible whole 
gale rent rises, evictions, tenant 
resistance and demands for high- 
er wages. They dread not only 
the widespread suffering 
would cause, but also the dire po- 
litical consequences in an election 
year.

A Cold Winter at 


Possum Trot Farm 
By Leonoerd Hall 


R. WEATHERWISE, who forecasts the quality of the 

seasons for the Farmers’ Almanack, seems to have hit the 

nail on the head again. His prediction for the present 
winter was that it would be “white, long and cold.” A week 
ago Thursday the mercury 
in our thermometer dropped 
to 11 degrees above zero, On 
Friday it was one above but 
snow was falling when we 
headed out to feed the cat- 
tle. When I climbed out of 
bed just before daylight on 
Saturday morning, there was 
a stillness in the air that you 
could almost hear. I turned 
up the furnace, threw an 
armful of logs on the coals 
in the living-room fireplace, 
put the coffee water on the 
stove to boil and tuned in 
the radio just in time to 
hear that it was zero at the 
airport in St. Louls, In the 
dim light I could see the 
cattle lying cpntentedly in 
the lee of the barn with 
their breath rising above 
them like smal! puffs of ateam. Over to the east, white smoke 
was climbing from the distant chimneys of our neighbors across 
the creek. 

It warmed up a bit after the sun topped the mountain— 
and by noon Perry and I had things pretty well thawed out. 
The air was sunny and still and the birds came in from the 
woods to the feeders in droves, From now on until spring is 
really the important time of year to feed the birds, Most of 
the weeds and grasses have shed their seeds which are now 
covered with snow and will disintegrate as the weather warms 
up. The same is true of wild fruits and berries—the grapes 
and persimmons and haws on which the fruit-eating birds 
depend. :

@ RABBIT TRACKS WERE PLENTIFUL—and now and then 
Mike and Chipper would bounce a cottontail out of his bed 
under a heavy tuft of grass and give him a short but merry 
chase. The field mice and. shrews had been abroad and we 
followed one fresh mouse track to the point where it dived 
into a tiny hole. And just as I pointed out the burrow to 
Mama, out popped the mouse, He gave one startled look at his 
visitors and dived back again. 

Fox tracks were everywhere across the farm, making one 
realize how hard this wily fellow has to hunt to keep his 
larder stocked. Particularly you could see where he followed 
along each spring branch or drain, stopping to stick his in- 
quisitive nose under each over-hanging bank and into every 
brush-pile. 

In the woods along the bluff was evidence that at least a

Se far this winter we've found little evidence of the 
fox disturbing our quail—although there is a pair of 
Cooper's hawks for which the same cannot be said.

A pair of marsh hawks also frequents our 
marshy bottom field, but these are one of the greatest 
destroyers of field mice that we have. This fact prob- 
ably outweighs the reputation they have as bird pred- 
ators.

@ OUR DAILY OBSERVATION OF OUR QUAIL confirms 
the conclusion of the Conservation Commission as to why the 
past season turned in such spotty hunting. The extremely late 
hatch caused by the wet spring meant that many birds were 
still in family when the season opened, instead of in 
coveys made up of two or perhaps several families. These fam- 
ily groups were still shifting around during the season; a thing 
which happens every year but generally well before the season 
opens. The result was that sometimes the birds were where you 
expected to find them, but more often they were somewhere 
else. 

The lack of adequate cover on our farms—a condition very 
common throughout the state—was undoubtedly another factor 
contributing to the spotty shooting. We believe this to be true 
because, now that the season is over, we are finding. coveys 
of good size in most of the places where we know they have 
wintered in the past. In this section, unless severe weather 
Guise down the survival rate, there will be plenty of birds to 
ge into the breeding season next spring. 


King Ben's Followers Go

ING BEN has been dead for 
-20 years now and, except 
among his followers, virtually 
sevectan His death, coming as it 
did ,on the heels of scandalous 
charges made against him by sev- 
eral young women members of his 
cult, led to the rather general 
prediction that the House of 
David had, like many another 

esoteric religion, run its course. 

But today, two decades later, 
the House of David not only con- 
tinues to flourish, but is marching 
along in greater fashion than even 
King Ben dreamed of. It is true 
there has been a rift in the lute, 
and the house in now split into 
two factions, the original House 
of David and Mary's House of 
David, led by King Ben’s relict, 
“Queen Mary” Purnell, but there 
is no enmity and no rivalry be- 
tween them, and together | they 
have become “ Business.” 

Pick up the telephone directory 
here at Benton Harbor, which has 
been indeed a harbor for the 
group since way back in 1903, and 
you will find an impressive (if 
strangely assorted for a religious 
organization) group of listings: 
House of David General Offices, 
House of David Art Department, 
House of David Beer Garden, 
House of David Cold Storage, 
House of David Preserving De- 
partment, House of David Dila- 
mond House, House of David 
Restaurant, House of David 
Dairy Farm, Grande Vista Tourist 
Court, House of David Green- 
houses, House of David Hotel and 
House of David Motor Sales. 

Under Mary’s House of David 
you find almost as long a list, in- 
cluding “Mary's Hotel,” which is 
next to the largest hotel in Ben- 
ton Harbor. This faction also de- 
rives income from farms and cot- 
tages at a colony called City of 
David. 

The House of David being a 
ccnnenneey. Breree toward which 
each mem donates his time and 
energy with the income going to 
the order, they are loath to dis- 
cuss finances, but the two groups 
combined are easily the most pros- 
perous “industry” in the twin 
cities of Beriton Harbor .and 8t. 
Joseph, with a combined annual 
income at well over $1,000,000 
nually. Their holdings are valutd 
at an estimated $10,000,000, 

A good example of how new 
industries are created and how 
they prosper within the House of 
David may be found in the Art 
Department, as the little factory 
which manufactureg and sells sou- 
venira is called, Hoad of this de- 
parpnant le Frank Rosetta, an 

alian by way of Kansas, who 
joined the House some 40 years 
ago. Frank, a natural sculptor, 
devoted a lot of his spare time 
carving odds and ends for his own 
amusement. Then he took to carv- 
ing souvenirs which were sold at 
the House of David Amusement 

e of the biggest parks in 
Michigan—aerid which sold faster 
than he could make them. So 
Frank went to the Board of 
Twelve, which runs the affairs of 
the group, and outlined for them 
a plan for a‘small factory to mass 
produce plaster reproductions of 
his carvings as souvenirs,

T might be compared to a man 
with an idea laying it before 
his bankers for financia)]) back- 


ing. 

“If you have an idea, they sup- 
ply the money and get it started,” 
Rosetta explained. “Then you op- 
erate it. Not for yourself, of 
course. For the whole place.” 

Rosetta now has half a dozen 
people working in his little factory 
which turns out more than 100 
different designs, including ash 
trays, paper weights, statuettes of 
horses and other animals, busts of 
Lincoln and other people, book 
ends, and the like, While the fac- 
tory turns out a great many cruci- 
fixes, statuettes of the Virgin 
Mary and bas relief plaques of 
the last supper, it also turns out 
a couple of ash trays in which 
the tray is completely subordi- 
nated-to the decorations which are 
in the form of rather militantly 


‘nude women. 


This seeming paradox is typi- 
cal, however, of the group which 
sees no morality involved in oper- 
ating a beer garden in connection 
with the amusement park, a cock- 
tail bar in connection with its ho- 


- telg and a package liquor gtore in 


connection with its tourist courts. 

“On Saturday. nights I used to 
remind them that tomorrow was 
Sunday,” Charley Jeffery told me. 
Charley, who now works in the 
print shop, used to run the amuse- 
ment park. “I’d remind them they 
would be needing a bottle for Sun- 
day,” he grinned.

In Benton Harbor, the members 
of the order are both liked and 
respected, They are friendly, they 
are honest in their business deal- 
ings and they are easy to get 
along with.

The history of the House of Da- 
vid has been tied up with that of 
Benton Harbor since the winter of 
1902-038 when a long-haired mystic 
named Benjamin Parnell arrived 
with a handful of followers and 
founded the Israelite House of 
David, which is the correct name 
of the sect, He had proclaimed 
himself the seventh. and last mes- 
senger of the Israelite faith. Ac- 
cording to the creed of the church, 
put together from their own in- 
terpretation of various books of 
the Bible, many of them among 
the apocrypha, it wag prophesied 
there would be seven messengers 
through whom God would instruct 
the true Israelites, as they term 
themselves. The true Israelites 
are a sort of third estate, as dis- 
beg nee from the Jews and gen- 


King Ben’s arrival in Benton 
Harbor followed on the heels of 
his break with one Michael Mills 
of Detroit, who had been known 
as “Prince Mike” and whose 


church went to pieces when he- 


was imprisoned for abusing girl 
colonists. King Ben, who had 
been a pillar in Prince Mike's 
church, denounced the latter as 
an impostor and induced those 
who agreed with him to set up a 
new cult, Purhell taught, and his

“The 
Elect,” wrote King Ben, “who find 
the way of life without death are 
a small number—not a company 
that no man could number, for 
they are numbered in Revelation, 
seventh and fourteenth chapters, 
144,000 are redeemed, spirit, soul 
and body, from among men, .and

The men were told to let their 
hair and beards grow. “Why do 
you wear long hair?" is almost in- 
variably the first question with 
which a stranger greets an Is- 
raelite, we were told. The answer: 
“We wear long hair because Jesus, 
who is the pattern ahd waymark 
for an Israelite, wore it,” They 
do not believe that those who cut 
their hair are lost, so far as the 
salvation of the soul is concerned. 
But they are lost so far as their 
chances of becoming one of the 
144,000 elect who will live forever 
are concerned,

HEY do not eat meat. When 

asked why the answer first is, 

“Why do you eat it, when the 
Bible clearly shows it is forbid- 
den?” To which some say, “How 
can you be strong without meat?” 
To which they answer, “Does a 
horse eat meat? And yet it is one 
of the strongest of animals.” 

Members of the colony have, 
of course, ‘died at regular inter- 
vals. Only those who had sinned 
could die, gaid King Ben, and 
when a member died, the others 
turned their backs on him. They 
sent for the undertaker, arranged 
for a simple burial, and that was 
that. Even King Ben’s son, who 
died back in the 20’s, was accord- 
ed the same treatment, 

The early colony was beset by 
poverty. During the first hard 
winter the members lived in the 
homes of local converts, Food and 
clothing were scarce. But word 
of the colony spread and Israel- 
ites began to gather from all parts 
of the globe. The faith, which 
had been founded in England in 
1620, had survived’ th various 
forma among small groups 
through the centuries, Some of 
those who came. had wealth, and 
according to .the rule of the 
church, they turned it all over to 
the colony. They then assumed 
the more or less monkish life of 
the cult, doing their share of work 
daily in return for food and cloth- 
ing and, the other necessities of 
life as previded by the colony. 

They purchased a’ site which 
wag. then on the outskirts of Ben- 
ton Harbor, but which is now in 
the center of a residential district. 
They erected buildings, among 
them'the famous “Shiloh,” a huge 
and ornate frame structure used 
as headquarters of the colony. 
Gradually they purchased large 
areas of ‘farm land, upon which 
they grew what they ate. Thoy 
started the amusement park, 
which i now a handsome and 
thriving enterprise. This was fol- 
lowed by. a printing shop, where 
they print the weekly paper, Mes- 
senger of Wisdom, the dateline of 
which ignores the standard calen- 
dar and is dated “Thirty-ninth 
year of the New Creation.” It 
prints no news, It is purely an 
organ for spreading the gospel 
of the House of David. 

A bakery was established to pro- 
vide bread for the whole colony, 
and a dairy farm, to provide milk 
and butter. Dormitories were 
erected, and the colony, by 1908, 
was thriving. It waa then that It 
Sev- 
eral members who had turned in 


their property, had a change of 
heart and sued to get it back, It 
wasn't until. the early 1920's, how- 
ever, that the colony was in real 
danger. It'started when a Tennes- 
see farmer filed a damage suit 
to recover his property, This was 
followed by a regular avalanche of 
troubles and scandal. Two girls 
left the colony and charged King 
Ben with criminal assault. The 
state, in 1923, started a grand jury 
investigation. Criminal warrants 
were issued against King Ben, and 
he disappeared. The state finally 
decided to attempt to break up the 
colony and started dissolution and 
receivership suits. 

The state had given up trying 
to find King Ben when a girl 
member of the colony, swearing 
out a warrant charging King Ben 
with assault, also told where he 
was. State troopers descended on 
Shiloh and found King Ben in one 
of the many rooms in the building, 
where he had been secreted for 
something like two years. 

Ben was brought to court on a 
cot, from which he denounced as 
lies the charges of having crim- 
inally assaulted young girls in the 
colony under the guise of “blood 
purification rites.” Spectators in 
the courtroom were surprised at 
the King Ben who lay on the cot. 
He had been a vigorous, colorful, 
240-pound leader of the colony, 


‘ loved to wear white suits, shoes, 


shirts, ties and a white Stetson 
sombrero, He also rode a white 
horse. His long dark wavy beard 
and hair formed a striking con- 
trast, even though he did, as some 
members of the colony charged, 


“touch them up.” 


tk t 


URING his two years in hiding 

he had shrunk to less than 100 

pounds, He was suffering from 
a complication of ailments, His 
hair and beard were white, his 
clothes were unkempt. The teach- 
ings of the Israelites prophesied 
that the Seventh Messenger would 
be persecuted, he declared. 

Court action on the charges was 
withheld because of the state of 
King Ben’s health. As it turned 
out, it was withheld permanently. 
December 16, 1927, King Ben died. 
Ordinarily this would mean that 
he had been “in the race,” as they 
say, to be one of the 144,000 to 
live forevér, but had failed. In 
his case, however, his followers 
were convinced that he would rise 
again, within three days. Conse- 
quently, no announcement was 
made of his death and the faith- 
ful kept watch, confident that on 
the third day King Ben would 
arise. He didn’t, however, so they 
called the undertaker. 

It was then that the ° public 
learned something of King Ben's 
origin. He was born in Kentucky 
in 1861, the son of a poor farmer. 
He had very little education, 
started out as a jack-of-all-trades, 
drifted into itinerant preaching, 
and took to the road. He was al- 
ways shiftless, his former neigh- 
bors reported, and liked to just 
lie around in the aun, When atill 
quite young he married a girl 
from Greenup, Ky., and two years 
later deserted her. She came to 
the funeral, told people that —_ 
“just went away one day, an 
stayed ay for 50 years. 

He ved a nomadic life until 
he went to Detroit and took up 
with “Prince Mike.” There he ab- 
sorbed the ideas for the House of 
David, and about 1895 he an- 
nounced that “the spirit had set- 
tled” in him, and that he was the 
true Seventh Messenger. 

A eourt order dissolving the 
House of David was rescinded, 
about the time of King Ben's 
death, by a higher court. But al-

though the colony was safe legal- 
ly, new troubles beset them. Here 
the story was picked up for u8 by 
Charley Jeffery, who works in the 
print shop, and who came from 
Now Zealand in 1908 to join the 
colony after he heard a mission- 
ary from the colony preach its 
gospel, 

Charley’s long hair, wavy and 
now turning gray, was pulled up 
on top of his: head and held in‘a 
kind of knot with a bobby-pin to 
keep it out of the way. His beard 
reached to his chest. His eyes 
were friendly, his voice, marked 
by a strong British accent, ex- 
pressed patience, tolerance, and a 
sense of inward peace, as though 
confident he had found the an- 
swer to things. 

He still believes In King Ben, 
as the Seventh Messenger. 

“T am in the race, the same as 
all the rest of us,” he explained. 
“Ben was the spiritual head of 
the church and Mary wes his 
spiritual wife, But neither of them 
was on the Roard of Twelve. which 
makes all firal decisions. No one 
has taken Ben's place. No one 
cen, He was the Seventh and last 
Messenger. The message has heen 
delivered, Ben war just the mouth- 
piece. The original Board of 
Twelve was chosen by Ben. If it 
is necessary to select a new mem- 
ber for the board, it is done by the 
entire assembly. 

“Ren, as I said, was merely the 
spiritual head. Neither he nor 
Mary had any hand in conducting 
the business, Her position was to 
visit on the farms and see that 
evervone was properly taken care 
of. When Ben died, Mary asked 
the Board of Twelve to turn the 
monev and property over to her. 
The Board refused. After all, it 
had never been in Ben’s name. I 
was amused when Ben died; a lot 
of his relatives and in-laws sud- 
denly appeared, thinking they 
were going to inherit all this. 
They were a sad lot when they 
discovered that not a thing was 
in Ben's name—it was all com- 
munal property. Consequently 
there was no will. 

“Mary took it to court, but it 
was thrown out. Of course some 
sided with Mary. We had a big 
apple farm, and two days before 
the apples were to be picked, a 
bunch of Mary’s followers went 
out and picked 2000 bushels of 
apples and sold them and gave 
the money to Mary. It was plain 
by then that the colony was split 
in half, so we decided to make it 
legal. We agreed to divide the 
property, as nearly as could be 
done on a pro-rata basis—three

lawyers worked on it-—and there 
became two houses, One of them, 
ours, ia formed of the followers 
of King Ben and the principles 
he laid down, The other, follow- 
ers of Mary, set up their own 
colony. But they were enjoined 
by law from using the same name, 
It has to be called ‘Mary's House 
of David,’ Of course she sent out 
a House of David baseba]!l team, 
and we could have stopped it, but 
we didn’t.

N American art expert with an 

A international reputation claims 

to have solved one of the 

world’s art mysteries by naming 

the man who for centuries has 

been identified simply as the 

“Unknown Painter,” or as the 
“Master of ns.” ; 

Dr. Maurice H, Goldblatt of Chi- 
cago, director Of the art galleries 
of Notre Dame University, said in 
an interview here that he had 
established beyond question’ that 
the “Master of Moulins,” a great 
painter who worked about 1500, 
was Jean Hay, sometimes known 
as Jean Clouet, the Elder, after 
he moved to Paris from Flanders. 

For years a number of paintings 
in France and elsewhere have 
been credited to the “Master of 
Moulins.” 

Art experts agreed they were 
executed by the same man who 
painted a famous group in a three- 
paneled work (triptych) in the 
Cathedral of Moulins in Southern 
France sometimes between 1450 
and 1500. 

Nobody knew his name. Histor- 
ians *had reported there was a 
great painter of the period, ranked 
above all others in France, but his 
name had been Jost, 

Dr. Idblatt’s discovery resulted 
from detective work that he has 
been pursuing for 20 years, partly 
on hig own initiative and partly at 
the request of Edouard Herriot, 
now president of the French As- 


sembly. 

Dr. Goldblatt gained the atten- 
tion of Herriot, then head of a 
government department under 
which the famed Louvre galleries 
were administered, when he suc- 
cessfully identified the Louvre’s 
famous Mona Lisa after its au- 
thenticity was challenged in the 
early 1920s. The picture was stolen 
from the Louvre in 1911 and re- 
covered two years later. 

For this identification and for 
some preliminary work on identi- 
fication of Jean Hay’s work, Dr. 
Goldblatt was given a_ special 
award by the F'rench Government. 

Dr. Goldblatt now is certain 
that he has established Jean Hay 
as the “Master of Moulins.” He

said his disclosures, to be made 
officially in a forthcoming number 
of the art magazine “Connoisseur” 
of London, already had won the 
acclaim of French art critics. 


His work in identifying Jean 
Hay as the unknown artist ex- 
tended from Brussels to Chicago 
and New York, but the keystone 
in the search was found virtually 
under the noses of French experts 
who had been trying for more 
than two centuries to name the 
master painter.

R. GOLDBLATT, an active, 
D slightly rotund man of about 

65 years, said the discovery 
was the result of much thought, 
great patience and a magnifying 
glass. is 

The great triptych in the Ca- 
thedral of Moulins from which the 
master drew his title is about five 
feet square and placed high on the 
wall. Balancing himself on a lad- 
der, Dr. Goldblatt went over the 
work inch by inch with a magni- 
fying glass. 

First he examined the pictures 
showing the glorification of the 
Virgin in the folding “cabinet.” It 
required hours of eye-straining 
work.

“The name ‘Clouet’ appears 
twice in the signature in cryptic 
form,” Dr. Goldblatt said.

In turn the head of 
another nail is painted inside the 
upper part of the ‘a’ in Hay. 

“One cryptogram thus reads 
‘J-Clou-Hay’ (pronounced just like 
Clouet in French). The ‘other 
reads ‘J-H-Clou-ay’ again with the 
name pronounced the same way.” 

Dr. Goldblatt found still another 
anchor point in a painting of 
Christ called Ecce Homo in the 
Brussels Museum of Fine Arts, 
The painting is ascribed to J. Hay 
by a notation on the back saying 
it was painted by him in 1494 
while he was court painter for 
Charles VIII of France.

“A number of authorities like to 
believe that Jean Perreal, called 
Jean de Paris, was the ‘Master of 
Moulins,’” said Dr. Goldblatt, “be- 
cause in Perreal we have an ar- 
tist of great répute without a 
single picture, while in the paint- 
ings ascribed to the ‘Master of 
Moulins’ we have a number of fine 
paintings without an artist. The 
two were contemporaries.” 

However, Dr. Goldblatt said he 
also had identified 10 portraits 
as the work of Jean Perreal in his 
years of study and will publish 
the evidence in later, issues of the 
“Connoisseur.” ’ 

Dr. Goldblatt’s own life has been 
as varied as the painters whose 
work he studies. Born in Estho- 
nia May 30, 1883, he was taken 
to the United States at the age 
of six and made his debut 
as a Violin soloist in St. Louis at 
13. 

Only afte he had played with 
the Philharmonic in New York 
and won other acclaim as a mu- 
sicilan and composer did he drift 
into the field of painting to be- 
come a museum director and ¢x- 
pert on identification. His home 
is in Chicago. '

William J. Moore, foundér of 
the W. J. Moore Telephone Co, of 
Michigan’s “Thumb” area, has 21. 

While this is not a fair measure 
of their’ respective standings in 
the telephone world (AT&T serves 
28,500,000 phones, Moore 1,500), it 
is at least a mark of the some- 
what rugged individuality of the 
spry, 77-year-old Moore, 

Time was when all his ‘home 
phones were listed separately, By 
ringing 584 the caller was con- 
nected with the southwest bed- 
room, . 

The number for the front upper 
hall was’ 593—and so on through 
the house, including the phones at 
each end of the dining room table. 

This. setup proved intriguing to 
the town wits. It became a popu- 
lar pastime around the poolroom, 
for example, to call the maid’s 
room and ask: “Is W.J. there?” 

W.J, put’ up with this for a 
while, but then reluctantly cut 
himself to a single listing. 

There was still plenty to keep 
him busy in his big house, with 
its thatched roof, rolled cornices 
and 1001 structural, mechanical 
and decorative oddities. 

Perhaps the most widely famed 
of his gadgets is the trapeze by 
which he springs fram his bed- 
room balcony to his outdoor swim- 
ming pool. 

It is in the form of a miniature 
airplane, with the trapeze bar sus- 
pended from the undercarriage. 
When Moore is in the mood for 
a morning plunge, he steps on the 
balcony, and pushes a button.

Moore still drives it occasionally, 
Tt has two folding beds, refrigera- 
tor, kitchenette, two electric fans, 
telescope, periscope, camera and 
contained probably the first auto- 
telephone in the world. 

The auto-phone was quite a 
novelty when W. J, worked it out 
back in 1915. It operated on the 
same principle as the ones which 
Gifford’s organization is putting 
out now, 

Among other features of the 
Moore home, which is a favorite 
gathering spot of Caro youngsters, 
is an automatic elevator for trans- 
porting wood to the fireplace, bird 
houses with bulbs in their bases 
for night illumination of the ten- 
nis court, a lotus pool, aquarium, 
waterfall, Japanese bridge and a 
stone lighthouse. At the turn of 
a switch, a gnome parddes cere- 
moniously around the top platform 
of the lighthouse with lance and 
lighted lantern, 

So Moore isn’t greatly upset at 
being eased out of his job. He's 
still full of ideas and very fond 
of home. 

Surveying it with a proud eye 
he declares:

SPAGHETTI HOUNDS of all 
nations have debated their recipes 
for years. There are meats of all 
kinds from chicken livers, which 
were the great Caruso’s favorite, 
to top round, all used to build the 
basic meat sauce. One of the best 
I ever tasted was constructed by 
a New York Italian woman of 
handsome proportions and it in- 
volved slices of boiled ham and 
boiled tongue. It is made easily 
and quickly yet, withall, comes 
out as real eating spaghetti. 

Put a can of tomatoes, a can of 
tomato paste, a cup of good beef 
stock or bouillion in a pan with a 
minced clove of garlic, a teaspoon 
of paprika, a bay leaf, a teaspoon 
of Worcestershire sauce, salt and 
pepper and aimmer on a low fire | 
for half an hour. Now add two 
thin slices of boiled ham and six 
thin slices of boiled tongue, which 
have been cut. in long narrow 
strips. Cook a few minutes, then 
put in a can of mushrooms that 
have been sliced. Pour over the 
spaghetti and take to the table 
where a large plate of grated Par- 
Mesan cheese awaits,

INCE most musical comedies, which concern themselvés mainly 

with the emotion indiscriminately called love, have little sense
